that the Chinese, like tho French, wish 
Bacninh to fall in order to have a 
plausible. arner. f-.--vuming to an 
‘understandi Singular as are the 
ways of tho Peking Government we 
ennuot think there is any grain of 
probability in this snggestion, ‘That 
would bo waiting uutil her impotenco 
had beon displayed to the world, where. 
as if sho monut not to resort to arms, 
sho might find ground on which to 
come to an understanding with Franco 
without incurring the disgrace which 
would attach to her if sho allowed 
Bacninh to fall and at onco mado terms, 
It is evident that people at home aro 
beginuing to soo that China was doing 
all she could to delay any soltlement 
with France, Her officials have been 
counting on a divergenco of opinion 
botwoen the Europenu Powors which 
would bring support to their views. 
Nothing of the kind hns occurred, 
Lord Granville had not offered media.

somebody who understands how to work it, 

With regard to the ice question, Messrs, 
Mackenzie & Co. point out to’ us that 
people generally are confounding two ma- 
chines. Tho first that was purchased, 
Holder's, was a failure, and moreover re- 
quired chemicals that wero difficult if not 
impossible to obtain, A Beckwith’s was 
than hanghtw would 
work, work ‘and made 
good’ ice ; but the public preferred to get 
their ice from natives at a lower charge, 
and the shareholders, seeing how uncerta 
support was, decided to dissolve the oom- 
pany, Some consumers maintain that with 
properly constructed ice-boxes, and a little 
ordinary caro, the manufactured ice is tht 
cheapest, aud it certainly is the cleanese 
and safest for domestic use ; but consumers 
are usually careless about’ Unese matters, 
‘and leave the management in the hands of 
their house-boys, whose interests aro not

‘THE SITUATION. 

‘Waite opinions differ, and differ widely, 
‘on the momontous question of Peace or 
War, there cau be little doubt that we 
are fast appronching a very important 
crisis. By edicts, by circulars, by the 
ultorances of their ambassador iu Paris, 
the Chinese Government have ropented- 
ly and distinetly declared that a certain 
step on the part of France would be 
considered by them a casus belli, So 
far from this Laving beou the spou- 
taneous and unauthorised declaration 
of the Marquis ‘Tséng, that officer has 
been, as ia now conclusively proved, no 
more than the mouthpiece of the Cubi- 
net; 80 that whether the threat be pat 
in force or not, the fact seems unoon- 
trovertible that it has been made, The 
step which forms the groaudwork of 
this menace Las now been commenced, 
and in a few days wo supposo we may 
hear that Baoninh is in the hands of 
the invading army. What mny be the 
fortanes of the Frouch after having

the possibility of their notion being 
followed by a formal declaration of 
war, Tho Progrés Militaire has recently 
given some oalcalations of the number 
of French troops available for service 
in Tonquin which afford matter for 
serious reflection, and suggest a doubt 
to the ability of the forces to hold 
Baoninh after it has been carried. 
The French paper estimutes the num-

the part of Chinn towards Franco 
follows the enpturo of Baeninh, Should, 
however, the Chinese act up to their 
words for ouce in a way: should the 
menace so deliberately uttered and 
reiterated ronlly be put in force, the 
difficulties of the French will be in- 
crensed enormously. Aud there cer 
tainly seom to be indications that al 
not 80 ponceful ns wo hind reason to 
hope some weeks ago. ‘The uews we 
publish from Canton has « threatening 
tone about it, and may involyo more 
than appears upon tho surface. ‘Tho 
Correspondent of the Hongkong Daily 
Press affirms that the most active 
preparations aro being set on foot by 
tho provincial authorities, chiefly of a 
defensive nature. A line of telegraphs 
is being erected from Canton to Kuangsi 
and Yiinnan; the Pearl river is being 
strongly fortified; camps are being 
pitched along its bauks; an official 
communication bas been sent by the 

































Viceroy, Chang Shii-shéng, to the 
foreign Consuls, to the effect that the 
Government intends to puta permanent 
barrier in the direct channel, and to 
Ing torpedoes; and a joint Proclnma- 
tion bas been issued by the Viceroy, 
the Imperial High 
ionor P'éng Yii-lin, calling 
upon the gentry and people onergeti- 
cally to repel tho enemy. There aro 
some who will consider all this as 
“bioff.” It may be; but it is bluff 
which is costing China a good deal of 
money, and which, if it be blai and 
nothiug more, will commit her lo a 
course of action from which she car 
scarcely withdraw without a terrible 
shattering of prestige, And bere we 
would remark that there has been a 
singular oonsistenoy of late in the 
words and acts of Chinn, That the 
Government is” betug impolled to 
show a warlike front by the argent 
utterances of men like Pag Yielin, 
Chang Chih-tung, and probably Chang 
Prei-lan, is evident. These men have 
cried for war to the knife, edicts hav 
come ont approving and endorsing tl 
suggestions, the representative of China 
at home has echoed the threats of the 
Cabinet at Peking, the French have, 
of course, disregarded the warning, 
and now the defences of Canton are 
being put upon a war footing, We 
have noticed no vacillation, no reced- 
ing, on the part of the Chinese Gov. 
ernment lately. Everything seems to 
lave been consistent and continuous, 
and events have marchod logically on- 
ward down to what seems to us now 
to be almost tho Inst moment. At 
such a time we feel ecnrcely justified 
in theorising. We fully believe that 
the Chinese would bail with thankful. 
ness any solution of the difficulty which 
would evade an appeal toarms, Bat 
of the people seems to hive 
been roused to such a height that any 
Arrangement faroarable to Franco ix 
likely to produce a degree of exnsporn- 
ight be dangerous to the @ 
self. Wehnave never known 
public feeling ran ao high as at present.

glory of China. It seems almost certain, 
however, that a few days will sottle 
the question now. It is difficult to 
expect much from the negotintions ofthe 
Marquis in Paris, who can neithor with- 
draw, nor add to, what he bas already 
uttered. China must either recede or 
fight; and whichever sho does sho 
incurs risk, whether from her own 
people or from the Freueb. Should 
tho worst come, Canton would be un- 
inhabitable by foreignors, and there 
seems a possibility that they may have 
to evacuate it before long. 




































THE CONSULAR DOYENSHIP. 
Oxe of the most important offices in 
the scheme of foreign Settlements in 
Shanghai is that of Senior Consul, 









‘The duties of the Consular Dosen ara 
of an arduous, aud generally speaking 
singolarly thankless, nature ; he has no 
inconsiderable amount of trouble and 
hard work laid upon his shoulders, 
with all the concomitant responsibility 
aud exposure to criticism; and this 
without any recompense enve the ex- 
torted approval of a somewhint apathe! 
community when he lins taken advante 
age of his position to do battle for their 
rights with the Chinese, The post, 
however, is an houourable one, and ia 
always offored to the Conan! who holds 
seniority in rauk and time of service. 
A Consul-General thas takes precedence 
of a Consul pare and simple, and the 
representative of ono of the smallor 
Europeau Powers such as Holland or 
Belgium who may have been here, say, 
threo years has priority over a repre- 
soutative of Grent Britain, Germany, or 
the United States who may have arrived 
tore recently, Of annran thie is the 
only rale"possible in view of the frot 
that by diplomatic courtesy all nations 

e of equal rauk ; bat like many other 
tilatious unimpeachable in theory it 
is not without its disadvantages in 
practice, ‘There would be n dovided 
anomaly iu a ousular Body, inoluding 
tho representatives of a nation whose 
annual trade with China amounts to 
over 80% of the entire foreign com. 
meroe of the country, being headed by 
the agent of a Power which has no 


























trade with China whatever, aud whose 
flags ure never seen in Chinese waters 
Yet by virtue of his seniority either in 





rank or time of service such aman would 
be fully entitled to the post of Doyen, 
dng n matter of fuct has before now 
accepted the honour and discharged the 
functions appertaining to it, alhou, 
in the caso we are thinking of, hia 
knowledge of English was of the most 
imperfect and rudimentary description, 
Recontly, however, tivo Consuls. Gouernt, 
fecling themnelvos persounlly unfited 
for a post which involves public ehn 
manship aud various other dutic 
which they were unaccustomed, declined 
the honour, which was thereapon offered 
to the Cousul-Genernl for Germany, 
who accopted it, It is n number of yeaa 
now sinco tho Iialinn Consul-Genoral 
was D.son of the body, and it may be 
gonerally affirmed that the post is held 
hy the representative of either Germany 
or the United States. We do not ine 
tend to criticiso tho way in which . 
recent incumbents have discharged tho 
very onerous duties thus imposed upon 
them. Ouly one, perhaps, haa suce 
coeded in arousing the reully ontha- 
siaslic approbation of the community, 
and that was Consul-Goneral Denny, 
And Englishmen, who after all repre. 
sont the great mojority of residents out 
here, have always acquiesced in tho 
Doyenship being thus confined to 
Awerican and German agents. Wo 
have never once heard a regret ox- 
pressed at the fact thatthe Senior Consul 
was not an Englishman, or, to vary the 
meaning by a shade, that the Brilish 
Consul was not Doyen instéad of somex 
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+ body who was, Of course, as our 
renders must luve gathored for them. 
selves, under the present system no 
British Consul can be elected to the 
post for the simple reason that he is 
not ® Consul-Goneral. Aa long as 
there is an Consul General will 
to aeeept the Doyouship, no inferior 
officer can be usked to tke it, and 
tis practically exoludes the man who 
representa the biggest interests of any. 
Now apart from the question of per- 
sonnl fitness there can be no doubt that 
Such a system ix defective. We do 
hot for a moment suppose that a British 
Consul is likely to lament his exeln- 
sion, unless he is one who is une 
tational enough to question tho ble 
Ness of Unt aelf-effrcemont policy which 
is regnrded by the Foreign Offico as 
such an excellent thing in Qonsuls, 
As long as the goldou rule of grand.

It is trae 
that, in his capacity as Secretary of 
the Manioipal Coun he would pro- 
bably not have held direct official inter. 
course with the local Chinese autho- 
iti Yet we beliove we are correct 
‘ing that one of the considerations 
which weighed with the Council in 
offering the position for his acceptance 
was a hope that existing arrangements 
might have been so far modified as to 
disponse in a very great mensure with 
the services of an intermediar, 
there is uo doubt that, could this have 
beon brought aboat, it would have 
facilitated business to a very cousider- 
able extent.

As long as 
‘Mr. Mayers could have remained with 
us in that capacity, all uo doubt would 
have gone well. " Ciroumlooution, that 
bane of public business, would have 
boon greatly curtailed, and we should 
havo felt that our interests were safe 
in the hands of a mau who had already 
made his name properly respected in 
far higher circles of Chinese mandarin- 
dom than he would have been called 







































upon to deal with here. But in look- 
ing forward to the certain uncertainties 
of human life, we should, by adopting 
the measure then proposed, have laid 
ourselves open to the gravest po 
lities in the future. It would have 
been out of all human probability that 
we should have been blessed with a 
succession of Municipal Secretaries: of 
the scholarship, the energy, the firm. 
and the enlightoned views which 
distinguished tho late Mr. Mayers. 
And, on taking a backward glanoe, 
we may, upon the whole, congratu- 
Inte ourselves that the proposed modi- 
fication wns not carried ont, aud 
that under the present syatem we 
stand a good chauce of tho Senior 
Consul, through whom communications 
with the Chinese authorities are con. 
veyed, being a trustworthy and ablo man, 
At the same time it would be a mistake 
to couelude that the porsoual idiosyn- 
cragies of a Secretary havo uo bearing 
upon the public welfare. It is uot only 
iu writing despatches to an impertineut 
and obstructive ‘Tao-tai that the high 
qualitios of such au officer aro called 
into play. It might happon that the 
Secretary was an obstructive man him. 
salf, is. schich ease the despatches would 
porbaps uever get written atar;-turw. 
is a curious fuct that obatructiveness in 
8 forciguer genorally shows itself in 
dircotions which lead to the advantage 
of the Chineso rather than to that of 
foreigu residents, aud a man who fom 
long residouce iu China falls into this 
conservative habit of mind is apt to 
become more Chiueso even than tho 
Chinese themselves. It isa misfortuue 
acoruing to one position here that in a 
multiplicity of inatauces we are forced 
to assume au attitude more or less hos- 
tile to the native authorities; not an 
aggressive attitude, bat oue of firm 
resistauce to the difficulties and ob- 
struotions placed in our way by them 
whenever an opportunity of doing eo 
occurs, When, then, the mouthpiece of 
the Council is a man inclined by habit 
and disposition to favour au obstructive 
polioy, it follows that the disadvantage 
at which we stand is proportiountely 
inoreased. Aud not only so: the same 
infirmity of mind is likely to show it- 
self in matters pertaining to interests 
purely foreign, on which the native 
mandarins need not be consulted at all. 
When proposals for the reform or 
removal of long-standing abuses are 
systematically opposed on primd facie 
grounds ; when vested interests aro up- 
held to the grave prejudice, perhaps, 
of the entire community ; when Chinese 
objections to improvement in looomo- 
tion or sauitary matters are welcomed 
and endorsed ; when schemes of public 
beuefit are received coldly, if not dis 
countenauced,—then it becomes the 
duty of Conucillors to consider the 
position in which they themselves stand 
towards the ratepayers, and the danger 
of pormitting the growth of an infla- 
ence at variance with the general weal. 
In the first caso that we are supposing, 
it would be wise for Councillors to 
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plucs Uremselves with confidence i 
the hands of their Secretary to an ex- 
tent scarcely warranted, perliaps, by 
the legal and formal responsibilities 
evolving upon them as independ- 
ont representatives of the community ; 
in the second ense their care should be 
to confine the functions of tho Seeretary 
to work of the most purely clerical 
nalure, ‘This, however, may oceasion- 
ally prove a task of some difficulty. 
‘Phe exporience of past years has skown 
that grave disservice to the community 
may result from the personal participa. 
tion of officers, oconpying such a posi- 
tion, in transactions in real estate, 
Illustrations are not wanting of the 
fact (hat the exercise of personal in- 
fluence, coloured pretty strongly by 
personal prejudices and predilections, 
is ns difficult to avvid as it is injurious 
in ite effects, ‘Tho duties of a Maniei- 
pal Sccrotary are such as require ox- 
porience of business, knowledge of the 
Setulemont, and individual energy of 
character, When these are present, it 
is unnecessary to permit the play of 
private idivsynerncies unless these are 
exercised in cordial and unmistakenble 
harmony with the requirements of the 
moment and the best interests of the 


Municipality, Should, however, any 
euen characteristics be allowed to ob- 


stract the advance of Shanghai in 
matters whieh are essential to ite public 
and social well-being, in whatever de- 
partment of life, it is the duty of those

the public ranks, pitehforked into the 
jury-box, and kept in close custody 
until they have one aud all arrived at 
the same conclu: upon a point of 
more or less difficulty and importance, 
No one man, perhaps, has anything in 
common with any of his fellow-jarors, 
excepting the fnots that they are all 
equally iguorant of Inw, all very 
anxious to get the cnse over as quickly 
as possible, and all of them born 
England, ‘Twelve honest English.

Apart from this, juries may often be 
described, with perfect justice, as pat- 
terns of collective stupidity. ‘Tho 
dunderhendeduess of juries has almost 
passed into a proverb. Verdicts have 
been returned, as was recently the case 
in Hongkong, in direct defiance of 
evidence, common-sense, and the sum. 
ming-up of the Judge, and have beou 
greoted with murmars, loud and deep, 
of mingled derision and indiguation, 
It hns often happened that these ontrages 











had come to a common understanding, 
excepting himsslf. “I say, no,” he 
repented with dogged equanimity, 
“TI aint a-goin’ to say why I say no, 
neither ; I just sny no, and stick to it; 
and you may keep me here for six hours 
or for six yeara, if yon like—'twon’t 
be no manner of good.” No more it 
was; and one is puzzled which to 
wonder at the more, the stubbornness 
of the one man, or the wenkness and 
foolishnoss of the others. It sometimes 
happens, however, that the opposing

“why, the poor devil never did mo any 
harm ; what should I waut to hang him 
for?” We havo had many lawyore’ 
and barristers’ ‘Reminiscences ’ of into ;

consultations of the jurors, and the 
reasons which led each mau to bring 
in certain verdicts, could only bo re- 
ported clearly and at full length, we 
think that people would open their eyes 
a little wider than usual, So far from 
the jary-system being a palladiam of 
our liberties, we believe it as often as 
not stands in the way of justice, I 
already doomed in Amerion, on 
only a timid consorvatism Uhat keeps it 
alive in England, In any conse, tho 
ignorance aud stupidity of individual 
jurors ought to be provided against by a 
system which should train men to serve 
ou a jury, just as barristers are trained 
to address (hem, It stands to rensou that 
until jurors havo a legal eduontion we 
shull never bo snfe from absurd, illogionl, 
or forced verdicts ; and if it be replied 
to this that such an education would 
lidate the very objects for which 
the eystom itself exists, (hen in the 
name of common-sense let us have our 
causes, both criminal and civil, tried by 
a bench of Three Judges, instend of, as 
at present, by one Judge, and twelve 
unwilling and generally incompetout 
jurors upon whose peculiarity of temper 
or disposition the fortunes of justice 
too often depend.

Lt 
expected that the victory would have bi 
far more dearly bought than proved to be 
the case, and from statements made by 
nome of the Aunamite population, it would 
appear that there was a good share of 
luck in the offair, ‘hese reports aro 
to the effect that great diseention existed 
between the Black Flags and theie Au- 
namite allies at Sontai, and that several

mandarins and officers of the latter had 
been executed by the order of Liu Jung- 
fu for alleged lukewarmness in the anti- 
foreign cause. It is only by accepting 
this theory that it is possible to account 
for the evacuation of the citadel of Sontai 
by its garrison on the night of the 16th. 
Most of the dead found inside were An- 
namites, while the dofenders of the out- 
forts, notably that of Phuc-tso, the taking 
of which cost tho French so’ dear, were 
almost entirely Black Flags. Had the 
defence of the citadal, which is a fortifica- 
tion of great strength, boon maintained 
with the determination aud pluck eviuced 
at Phue-teo, it is possible that the French 
ight be still engaged before Sontai, 
and it is certain that to take it by assault 
would have cost more lives than the total 
of the actual loss, which is now stated at 
three hundred and fifty killed and wound- 
ed, ont of which thirty were oflicers.

by the burning débris which fell upon 
them. ‘The bamboo buildings on the out- 
skirts of the area encompassed by the 
flames were pulled down and destroyed 
and the spread of the fire thus limite 
The occupants of the barracks, in close 
proximity to the gunshed and workshop, 
a3 well as the civilians in the neighbouring 
houses, had no time to spare to make any 
attempt to save their effects. It was a 
race for life, and unfortuuately that was 
not in all cases successful. It was not 
until moro t hour ‘after the first 
explosion that it was possible to approach 
the seat of the fire, when nearly all the 
explosives iad burst aud hind done thei 
work, and by that time the scsne presented 
acomplete waste ofstill burning ashes, with 
a foir smouldering bamboo posts standin 
to mark what lad previously been the chief 
business portion of Hanoi. ‘The native city 
proper, which is separated from this part of 
the town by nn embankment and massive 
brick gateway, fortunately escaped from the 
fire, as did also the Cor ion, but neither 
‘were exempt from the effects of the burs 
ing shells, pieces of which were to be foun 
imbedded In the ground in all directions.

Another loser had 
paid over the money for his house, which 
he ad never yet occupied, only half 
an hour before ‘the catastrophe occurred.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZSTTES. 

November 12th.—(1) A Memorial from 
Shang Hsien, Director of the Imperial 
Courtof Entertainment, urging the necessity 
of exercising more careful supervision over 
tho collectorates of customs and octroi 
Peking which are rife with abuses of various 
kinds, Ho calls special attention to a 
practico which prevails of ench newly ap- 
pointed Superintendent (who is changed 
annually) deputing ono of his personal ser- 
vauts to assist the official examiner in the 
inspection of dutiable articles as they enter 









the gates. The motive with, which the 
practice was instituted was that the Super- 
intendent might keep a check, by means of 
atrusted and confidential dependent, on the 
action of the official examiner, but the result 
has generally been that the two work in 
collusion to oppress the tax-payer, and 
enrich themselves. Fines for breaches of 
regulation which are limited by statute aro 
lovied largely in excoss of the authorised 
amount on the slightest pretext, and so 
arbitrary and oppressive have these ex- 
actions become that the customs of the 
capital is a byword amongst the people, 
and trade has been seriously hampered. 
The Memorialist is informed by the De- 
puty Superiutendent of Customs that Pa 
Yang-a, the examiner nominated by the 
present Superintendent, aud Fu, the 
Superintendent's confidential retainer, have 
been particularly notorious for their Whole 
sale extortions. Numbers of mulo drivers 
and others who have refused to comply 
with their demands have beon imprisoned 
and tortured, and five fruit merchants have 
become bankrupt in consequence of their 
exactions, which renched in the particular 
case the Memorialist refers to the sum of 
‘Tis. 1500 in fines alone. A foreign paper- 
shop lind to pay a fine of Ts, 3000 to these 
game men, and even the Senior Nyo 
(husband of au Imperial Princess) was their 
Vietim to the extent of a fine of ‘ls, 400. 
All theso cases and many more not enu- 
merated have occurred within the last two 
mouths, and if His Majesty will be pleased 
to summon K‘o M the Deputy Super- 
intendent, he will be able to substantiate 
the allogations now-nade= 
this state of things to His Majesty’s notics 
the Memorialist begs to suggest two mea- 
sures for the prevention of the abuses he 
indicates. He would propose, first, that 
the Superintendent bo made responsible for 
the shortcomings of his subordinates, and, 
second, he would have the rules regarding 
the fines which can be legitimately levies 
properly enunciated. (For Decree answer 
Ing this Memorial’ see Gazelle of 18th 
October ; also Guzettes of 30th October and.

‘The result is that there is 
aprejudiceamongst Superiutendentsagainst 
formally entering upon the duties of their 
post, for their servants would, in the event 
of their doing so, arrange with the Customs 
underlings that the office should thereupon 
take fire, ‘The object of the Memorialist 
in. bringing this matter to the notice of 
His Majesty is that he may venture a 
suggestion that Superintendents of Customs 
be hereafter called upon to visit their offices 
at stated periods, and that they may be 
‘exempt from penalties in the event of these 
offices taking 

(3) A Postscript Memorial fom the same 
officer. He heard some time ago that 
one ‘tien, a servant of the Superintendent 
of Customs, was in the habit of sitting 
judicially in the front court attached to 
the Ch‘ung Wéu Customs Office to hear 
cases of evasion of duty by petty smugglers, 
whom ho used to correct by the infliction 
of a beating with the hand or with the 
bamboo as the case might be, and that the 
officer on duty was afraid to interfere with 
him, Tt was also alleged that this same 
individual inflicted a fine of Tis. 2,000 npon 
tho ladies of the family of a Tuotai in Fuh- 
kien who, on returning to Peking, brought 
with thom some ten striking clocks ‘as 
presonts to their relations aud friends. He 
refused to allow the name of the ‘Taotai to 
be quoted under pain of striking the person 
on the mouth who dared. to plead for the 
possession of the clocks. ‘I'he Memorialist 
would venture to suggest that this case be 
included in the enquiry which is now to be 
held by an Imperial Commis: 

November 15th.—(1). A Memorial from

Wo also promise solemnly that should 
they be able to capture an enemy’s ship or 
by the use of torpedoes blow one up, 
these men will have separate rowards, 
Should any one, however, attempt to 
make false representations, after reviving 
notification to give their services to the 
State, or having received their arms aud 
ammunition, turn traitors and give secrot 
aid or guidance to the enemy, theu such 
persons upon being found out shall suffer 
immediate decapitation according to mili- 
tary law. ‘These are the important points 
to be observed in forming Naval Corps of 
Volunteers 

Furthermore in every Prefecture and 

racy there are important points to 
be held. Now for this work troops brought 
from a distance are by no meaua so good 
as those of the Militia brigades formed on 
tho spot. These latter should therefore 
be embodied to guard these points, and, 
by continual practics in drilling in camps 
beable when tho time comes to form some 
well conducted plan, and thus prevent 
the enemy from despoiling and gaining 
possession of our villages. We therefore 
order the different Prefectures and Mayis- 
tracies toform the Volunteer Brigades, aud, 
selecting the best and most able-bodied 
men, form them into regiments and turn.

‘A joint general meeting of the Shanghai 
Athletic Club and the Gymnasium Club was 
heldonThursday eveningatthe Gymnasium, 
for the purpose of considering and passin 
rules for the working of the Amalgamated 
Club. Mr. . A. Fabri ied in the 
absence of Mr. Starkey, President of the

ider a set of rules, for presenta- 
tion to this meeting, and they had decided 
not to propose a permanent eet of rules 
at present, as special rules would be 
necessary under the exceptional state of 
things, which would exist until the ond 
of the current year of the Gymnasium 
Club, terminating on the Slst March 
next. They had therefore decided to re- 
commend the meeting to pass a temporary 
set of rules providing for the working of 
the Club until the 3ist March, 1884, on or 
about which date another general meeting 
would be called, and permanent rules would 
be decided nj He said the Committee 
were divided in opinion on the subject. of 
the title of the new Club, and they there- 
fore made no recommendation; but per- 
sonally he moved that the tille should 
be “The Shanghai Athletic Club and 
Gymnasium.” 

‘Mr. Surtivay proposed as an amend- 
ment that the titJe should be ‘The Shang- 
lai General Athletic Club.” He con- 
sidered that the term ‘ Athletics” covered 























the word “Gymnasium” to the title was 
therefore unnecessary. 

‘The amendment was not seconded, and 
the original motion was carried. 

‘A temporary code of rules, to remain in 
force until the 31st March, was then passed 
‘on the proposition of the Chairman, se- 
conded by Mr, Sullivan, 

‘Mr. C. J. Hoxttpay thon said there was 
a question which he wished to bring before 
the meeting. ‘They had just imported into 
the Settlement a number of young men, 
from about twenty-two to twenty-eight 
years of age. They wore picked men, aud, 
from what he could hear, men of parti- 
cularly nice disposition and character. It 
was very difficult for them to indulge in 
such amusements as most young fellows 
had here who possessed larger incomes, and 
the Watch Committee of the Council were 
auxious to get some regular means of re- 
creation for them. ‘They had approached 
the various Committees of the Socioties in 
Shanghai upon the subject, and had asked 
whether a certain number of men who 
would like to take part in the general amuse- 
ments out here—boating, cricket, the 
gymnasium, ete.,—whether they could not 
Atrange some modified terms upon which 

nen could enter these societies. ‘tho 

ing Clubs had not yet been 

to give their decision, but the Com- 
mittee of the old Gymmasium seemed favour- 
able to the proposal, and the Committee of 
the Athletic Club also. He wished to 
suggest that the members of the amal- 
gamated Society should permit their Com- 
mites to arrange terms upon which, aay 
forty of these men could come 
modified rate—almost a nominal rate, 
would ask so much of their generosity.

Tam not in favor of having anything to 
do with the ice machine which for the 
misfortune of the deluded and ill-treated 
shareholders was bought in America some 
few years since. That machine depends 
on the supply of chemicals, is notoriously 
Gifficult to work, produces but little ico 
and at a dear rate, and has been altogether 
8 most ill advised, costly, and unfortunate 
investment, Without referring to the 
various scandals in circulation about alleged 
over-charges, on the truth of which I offer 
no opinion, I am sure that as an ico 
machine is wanted we had better get a new 
and proper one, and should most carefully 
avoid the machine which has such a sad 
history of folly and greed. 

A company could be quickly formed on a 
secure basis, and the shareholders would 
do well to copy the machine which by all 
accounts works so well in Hongkong.
